Extremely likely. The Texas no doubt had some very interesting sets thru 

its history - some I would kill and man for - but I would say that in the 
late 1930s or early 1940s, she received some sort of TBK(s) or TBM(s). Maybe 
not an -11, but differences tend to be minor for the Westinghouse units. 
Anyway, my reasoning is that by 1942, I think darn near every combat 

vessel (and many auxiliaries) used TBKs and TBMs. 


My advice is take it while you can get it, as the transmitters are really 
quite rare items. Do some research to find out what was actually 
installed upon decommissioning - you will probably find that taking the 
TBM was a wise move.
